As We See It: 


The Majority Rules 
—But Needs Watching 


The elections of 1962 are a thing of the past. 

Some voters, naturally, were disappointed with the 
outcome. Others were elated. 

In the best American tradition, however, the minority 
— however large —.will now close ranks behind the victors 
and give them at least tacit support while reserving the 
right to criticize and working hard to get better candi- 
dates into the political field, to defeat the incumbents at the 
next balloting. 

This is right. This is as it should be. 

But in the wake of every election there come a few 
thoughts. Here are a couple that we've had: 

There is no tyranny like the tyranny of a majority. 

If the majority falls into some special interest cate- 
gory such as “labor,” “parents,” “oldsters,” “socially down- 
trodden,” “property owning taxpayers,” “residents of Los 
Angeles” or what have you, they can be expected to initiate 
legislation in their own behalf, to be paid for by the state 
as a whole. 

Professional politicians recognize this; they try to iden- 
tify themselves with as many majority groups as possible. 
They put forth appeals, some of which are worthy and 
some of which are not. 

Parenthetically, it might be observed that the lengths 
to which a majority can go in exercising its tyranny is best 
exemplified by the federal income tax structure. The 
majority recognizes that it will never be rich; in fact, it 
recognizes the fact that those who measure their incomes 
in the hundreds of thousands of dollars represent only a 
small fraction of those who can vote at the polls. “The 
rich” become a politically impotent minority, made more 
so by the fact that their income is taxed away from them 
so they can’t use it for political influence. 

With this example in mind, it can be expected that a 
proposition to reapportion the state senate will come up 
again and itl be similar to the “Proposition 23” which ap- 
peared on the ballot less than two weeks ago. 

It'll be called “a measure to give equal representation 
to metropolitan areas” in the upper house of the legislature, 
as compared with the rural areas or so-called “cow coun- 
ties.” 

Though it sounds democratic as all get out when we 
hear the statement that, “each person in the state should 
be' represented equally in the legislature, senate as well as 
assembly,” it doesn’t work out that way. 

If, for instance, Senate reapportionment had become a 
fact 40 years ago, a then largely rural California would have 
been at the mercy of the agrarians. It might be hypothe- 
sized that the funds now being used for urban development, 
in-city freeway connections and the like would have been 
paved roads to the hunting 
lodges of up-country politicians, and magnificent ball parks 
and race tracks constructed out in the brush country. 

Considering this, and considering also the fact that 
modes of living and patterns of population distribution 
change, it would be well to look with wary eyes on senate

Second: Traffic congestion results in reduced speed, 
which in turn results in a lowering of the possibility of acci- 
dents. Obviously, no traffic mishaps can occur if all cars 
are stopped. 


Downtown Area Actually 
Is Integrated Shop Center 


Last w gr plans for a new $700,000 shopping center 
were announced for downtown Menlo Park. 

The “shopping center” idea of development has en- 
joyed great vogue during the past several years. 

Properly handled, it means that a retail customer 
can park his or her car once, and do the majority of neces- 
sary shopping in a single small area. 

There are other considerations, of course. Some shop- 
ping centers are constructed with an eye to prestige — that 
is, they're arranged so that a shopper can purchase items 
the labels of which, by themselves, are supposed to carry 
a value. 

All of downtown Menlo Park, actually, is a single 
integrated shopping center. The addition of a new unit to 
it should not be regarded with any particular misgivings 
by merchants in other sections of town, for the business 
heart of the community is, actually,

The Republicans 
take little solace in the fact 
that they won many “local” 
races but dropped the sweep- 
stakes honors to the Democrats.

Automatic computers come 
up with the predicted result 
before we can get comfortably 
settled in our easy chair. And 
to make matters even more 
irritating, the prediction of the 
eventual winner is so amazing- 
ly correct it scares us. 

Only the politicians them- 
selves (the losing ones, that 
is) took little stock or ignored 
the mechanical computer pre- 
dictions. We watched the gov- 
ernor races in both Michigan 
and Pennsylivania with inte-

rest. While both eventual win- 
ners were still trailing in the 
count, the machines conceded 
them the victory. 

The same happened when 
Brown took over a lead, the 
machines came up with the 
winner at once. There didn't 
seem to be any use in staying 
up later. 

Fortunately there was no 
computer to announce the 
outcomes of the local races, 
although the job would have 
been a simple one. 

Congressman J. Arthur 
Younger and Carl! A. Britschgi 
broke from the barrier with 
good leads and added speed as 
the race continued. Younger, 
veteran of 10 years in Wash- 
ington, piled up the biggest 
margin in his career—more 
than 33,000 votes. Britschgi 
won by about 2 to 1 as he 
appealed to many Democrats 
as expected. 

Leo J. Ryan of South San 
Francisco had little trouble in 
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defeating his opponent for the 
north county assembly seat. 
Here we find the party lines 
followed more closely. 

Louis Francis, who was 
moved out of his district in 
last year’s reapportionment 
had a habit of getting support 
from both sides of the fence 
and had handily defeated the 
same Ryan two years ago. Well, 
at least the county representa- 
tion will be split in Sacramento 
for the first time in many 
years Ryan was conceded to 
have the edge in pre-election 
dope sheets 

Ross Conti piled up a 
23,000 vote margin to defeat 

John J. Brophy for county 

tax collector. Conti’s excel- 

lent vote-getting in the June 
primary made him a prime 
favorite this election. We 
didn’t feel the majority 
would be as great as it was. 

Outside of predicting the 
Younger, Britschgi and Conti 
victories, we had hopes that 
our Republicans would make a 
betted race. The Democrats

with a huge majority in regis- 
trations, managed to get out a 
record vote for an off-year 
election. 

One explanation we heard 
for Nixon’s defeat went some- 
thing like this: “I see where 
Oklahoma elected a Republican 
governor for the first time in 
years. Bound to happen. All 
the people who voted Demo- 
cratic tickets have moved to 
California.” 

Looking back over the state- 
wide campaign, we would guess 
that the smear campaign that 
came out only a few days be- 
fore election hurt the Nixon 
cause as much as anything. 
Not that there wasn't mud 
slinging on both side, but some 
of that late literature was bad, 
bad, bad! We can’t say it came 
from the Nixon camp, but it 
should have been stopped.

At this writing the rapid 
transit plan for the three coun- 
ties of San Francisco, Contra 
Costa and Alameda seems to 
be winning by a slim margin.

Reason the map is being 
drawn at this time is that, ac- 
cording to City Manager John 
R. Johnson, land available for 
public offstreet parking is fast 
being used up. 

Building permits were let 
for construction on two lots 
which offstreet parking pre- 
viously has been done, dur- 
ing the past month. 

However, the city has been 
leasing several large lots, to 
supplement the publicly-owned 
ones, for some years. Some of 
these would be available for 
purchase, if other merchants 
in the downtown area feel they 
can afford to buy them 

As in the past, the financing 
will be done by a special assess 
ment district with property 
owners paying into the kitty in 
ratio to the benefits guessed 
to be received 

The city is starting things 
off with the necessary engi- 
neering surveys but the people 
who'll ultimately have to pay 
the assessments — the mer- 
chants—will have to agree that 
they can afford to buy the land 

Naturally, the assessment 
formula proposed by the city 
will be critical. 

As in the case of past 
parking assessment districts, 
some property owners will 
maintain that they are not 
benefitting in ratio te what 
they’re being charged—the 
charge being figured as a 100 
per cent share or fraction 
thereof, and based on square 
footage of the commercial to 
be benefitted. 

Of course some _ property 
owners, such as those along 


Santa Cruz Avenue, have par- 


ticipated heavily in previous 
assessment districts and might 
not benefit from new parking 
at the edge of the central busi- 
ness district. Some, in fact, 
might not benefit at all 

But the new parking—if it is 
purchased—might well enhance 
the commercial value of land 
which has not been developed 
for several years, as in the case 
of many lots facing Menlo and 
Oak Grove Avenues 

The business of forcing the 
development of residential land 
into commercial classification 
by rezoning it, then saddling 
it with taxes and assessments 
in keeping therewith, might 
not be received with universial 
approval

used parking will be elimi- 
nated. 

However, Johnson says, 
there’s plenty of parking still 
available 

Commuters have never filled 
a city-owned lot across Merrill 
Street from the old baggage 
room, for instance. 

And if the city can reach an 
agreement with the Southern 
Pacific, it’s possible that the 
site of the old freight shed, at 
Merrill and Ravenswood Ave- 
nue, can be improved and used. 

The city already has a lease 
agreement with the Southern 
Pacific railroad for the old 
depot now housing the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but it’s not 
for a long term.

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In the Garden: 


Gardening Familiarity Brings increas 


The more one learns 
gardening, the more hé 
ciates perennials. In certain 
areas of the garden they have 
definite advantages over annu- 
als since they do not require 
annual removal and renewal. 


Actually, however, it is un- 
fair to compare annuals and 
perennials, for each has its spe- 
cial uses. The bedding annual 
is a blooming machine, bred 
for the one big seasonal show, 
while bedding perennials ap- 
portion their bloom over the 
years — seldom showing the 
same intensity is annuals, but 
last longer as cut flowers. 
Moreover, they increase in size 
and beauty as the years go by 
until finally they succumb to 
old age or lack of dividing. 


There are different kinds of 


perennials — some of them 
really more shrublike such as 
marguerites and the larger 


dusty millers. Those we are 
concerned with here are sold 


in flats, the same way as an-} 


iuals. These include such fav- 
orites as delphiniums, prim- 
rose, coral bells, columbine 
and Shasta daisy. 


These flat-grown perennials 
are seedlings, sown by nursery- 
men last summer and offered 
now at a price which makes 
them no more expensive than 
annuals. Planted this month, 
they will establish themselves 
over winter and start bloom- 


ing next year. Most of them| 


will continue blooming, too, 
for many years to come with 
little further 
the gardener. Far from fading 
out, they increase their num- 
ber. 


Delphiniums are wonderful 
plants which produce _ tall 
spikes of blue, white or pink 
in two or three separate flush- 
es of bloom, the first one start- 
ing in late spring and the last
